committee on naval affairs, through its 
chairman. Senator Hale, reported the 
naval personnel bill. Several amend- 
ments were suggested in committee, 
the most important ot which follow: 


A proviso is added to Section 7 giv- 


ing to each of the rear admirals em- 
braced in the nice lower numbers, the 
pay and allowance of a brigadier gen- 
end of infantry Sn the army. 


An officer filling- the position of chief 


of a bureau is given the pay, but not 
the rank, of a commodore. 
The pro- 


vision giving a captain in command of 
a ttjuudron the pay of a, commodore is 
stricken out. Several amendments are 
made to the provision for the retire- 
ment of officers, but they are largely 
technical. In this connection the au- 
thority ts the president to sppoiiit ad- 
ditional ensigns and lieutenants in the 
navy is continued for two years. 


The house provision for a judge ad- 


vocate corps JS ebmit^aled fro:n the 
bill, as was also the prevision giving re- 
tired officers who served during the 
civil war, three-fourths of all the pay 
Of the next highest grade, and also 
that giving students at the naval acad- 
emy the rank of midshipman. 


Ac amcniliiicnt was added giving 


chaplains, not now officers the rank of 
lieutenant. A proviso was inserted to 
the effect that after the vacancies m 
the jnarme ecrp* now existing are 
filled there shall be no further appoint- 
ments irois civil life. The wov«4on 
in thp hott'-e bill pivinjr veTiior officers 
of marines or fleets while w «crnnjr 
the next highest rank in the marine 
corps u> stricken oat.

It is known as 
the healthiest of the Antilles, and 
bat for Spanish oppression woald 
have been the garden spot of the 
world. Its 800,000 inhabitaats will 
hereafter see nothing but the Star 
aad Stripes from the flagstaffa. 


Jamaica was the first of the Spanish 


possessions to get rid of the Spanish 
yoke. 
The British captured it in 


1655 and have held it ever since. As 
a result Jamaica has outstripped all 
the West tttdies.

VUag Up Scr»p« of Tmttry. 


It is not always an easy matter to 


dispose of all the scraps of pastry left 
after making patties or pies of any 
kind. In olden times there was a va- 
riety of nice little cakes made of small 
pieces of fine pastry and garnished 
with jelly, jams or sweetened creams 
whipped to a stiff froth and flavored. 
The well-known "wells o£ Cupid," as 
they were known In those sentimental 
days, were nothing more than tiny flat 
cakes of pastry with a raised risg of 
pastry laid on^them, the cavity in the 
center being filled with jelly or Jam of 
some bright color. These "wells" are 
sometimes made of cold boiled plum 
pudding, garnished with a little creamy 
hard brandy sauce, and they are then 
served at 
the holiday season and 


known as "wells.of Noel." Almost any 
plain cooky dough may .be rolled out 
and cut up Into circles and rings ot 
equal size, and have a ring laid on ev- 
ery circle and the cakes baked. Th* 
cavity in the center may be filled with 
bright red current jelly. 


Those dainty litUe cakes called "ma- 


rigolds" may be-made of piff paste or 
any pastry or cake batter that Ian b« 
rolled but They are especially nice 
made of puff pastry, glazed with sugar, 
and baked a golden hue. :Cut out twen- 
ty circles of pastry, with a fluted cut- 
ter about two inches In diameter. Then 
stamp out an equal nwmlter of ring* 
about three-quarters of an inch In di- 
ameter. Put these,tiny rings in tb> 
renter of the large circles and stick 
,

To Give Wood the r.n»tre of Metftl. 
A translation from the Paris An^ 


nales Forestieres in the 
Scientific: 


American gives an account of- a pc-j 
culiarly valuable process for impart-j 
ing tb<> luster of metal to ordinaryi 
wood, without injuring its natural 
qualities. For thSs purpose, the woo-1 
is laid,according to its weightier three; 
or four days, in a caustic alkaline 
solution, such as calcined soda, at a 
temperature of seventy-five to ninety 
degrees, Celsus; then it is at once 
placed In a bath of calcium hydrosul- 
phlte, to which, after twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours, a saturated solution 
of sulphur in caustic potash is added, 
in this mixture the wood being at-! 
lowed to remain for forty-eight lioHfe? 
at thirty-five to fifty degrees, Cclsus., 
When the wood thus prepared, and! 
after having been dried at a moderate, 
temperature, is polished by means on 
a smoothing iron, the surface assumes! 
a most attractive metallic luster, tho 
effect of the gloss being rendered ad- 
ditionally pleasing by rubbing tho 
vfood with a piece of lead, zln<>, or tin. 
It IB subsequently polished with a bur- 
nisher of glass ov porcelain, if desirwl, 
the wood in tais way actually gamins 
the brilliancy of a metallic mirror, so 
that, ot course, handsome effects in 
*oodware can thus be obtained

Subsequently 
they repented and sent Flavianus, their 
bishop, to Constantinople to appease 
the wrath of the emperor. Theodosius 
repelled the bishop, declaring that no- 
thing but the infliction of severe pun- 
ishment would satisfy him. 


The emperor was fond cf music, and 


while feasting had a choir of boys sing 
to him- 
The bishop took charge ot 


these choristers and taught teem to 
sing a choral, composed by himself, 
which in mournful strains described 
the sorrow and despair of the Antioch- 
ians. The pathos o£ the music inter- 
ested the emperor; the words fascinat- 
ed him. At last, much affected, he 
called out, "Antioch Is forgiven!"

Officials Defendants in A Big 


Damage Suit. 


MRS. KATE LIPFERT SUES' 


$5,000 Damages Asked of Chief of 


Police Watts and Lieutenant 


Burns—Suit U the Deaeuc- 


mentof Mr*. Llpfert'»Two 


Trials In Which She 


Was Acquitted. 


Through her attorneys Ridenonr & 


Halfhill, Mrs. Kate Lipfert has filed a 
petition in the common pleas court, in 
a suit for damages against Chief of 
Police John E. Watts and Lieutenant 
Barns, and their bondsmen, J. B. 
Latham and John Wheeler for Chief 
Watts and D. J. O'Day and Sherman 
Wosrner for Lient. Burns. 


It will be remembered by readers of 


THE NEWS that the ease was threateed 
at the end of Mrs. Lipfert's second 
trial when she was acquitted of the 
charge of keeping a house of ill-repute 
at the Wayne street hotel. 


Mrs. Lipfert, in her petition, al- 


leges that on the 20th of -last Septem- 
ber, 
Chief Watts appeared before 


Mayor Prophet and signed an affidavit 
charging her with keeping a bawdy 
honse. 


After A jary trial she was acquitted 


of the charge. At the time she ssys 
she was conducting a hotel and board - 
ing house on the European and Ameri- 
can plan. 


The petition further alleges that not 


being satisfied with the outcome of the 
first trial, Chief Watts and Lieutenant 
Barns entered into conspiracy and re- 
peated the charge against her, the 
Chief of Police signing another mit- 
timus to that effect. 


The petition goes on to state that 


the mittimus was delivered to Lieut. 
Burns and that on the night of Octo- 
ber 12, he directed certain patrolmen 
to accompany him to her residence at 
about 11 o?cloi?k st rn^bt; wh^rA the1* 
placed the plaintiff and other persons, 
lawfully upon her premises, under 
arrest on the charge of resorting to a 
house 
of ill fame. Mrs. Lipfsrt 


claims that while she was under arrest 
on the last 
named charge, Chief 


Watts filed an alia* affidavit against 
her for conducting a house of prostitu- 
tion, By reason of the charges placed 
against lw», Mr*. Lipf«rt state* that 
she was compelled to expend $1.00 in 
employing: counsel for defense and oh 
account of the malicious prosecution 
her reputation was injured to the 
extent of $5,000. The caso is one of 
much interest, owing to the prominence 
of the defendants.
